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Voters to decide 
tax proposals for 
roads, history 


by Dan Sanderson 
Staff Writer 

Crawford County voters will 
decide local ballot proposals to 
preserve history and preserve 
roads at the polls next Tuesday. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission is seeking voter 
approval for a one-mill proposal, 
which would be levied for five 
years, and generate $543,000 to 
maintain and repair primary 
roads in the county. 

Voters will also be asked at the 
general election polls on 
Tuesday, Nov. 7 to decide a two- 
tenths of a mill proposal for his- 
torical preservation, which 
would be collected for four 
years, that would raise $108,000 
per year for local historical orga- 
nizations. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission is seeking the road 
millage due to recent cuts in state 
and federal road tunds. A project 
to repair North Down River 
Road was shelved earlier this 
year due to the cuts. 

“We just don’t have funds to 
take care of our primary roads,” 
said Ken Riehle, chairman of 


-.keenthe’ Crawford County Road 
}* Commission. 


. “We have 30 and 

50-year-old roads in the county 

that are in terrible shape that are 

in need of repair and replace- 
ment.” 

Riehle said Crawford County 

is one of the few counties in the 


state that does not have a local 
millage that road officials ‘can 
use along with state and federal 
funds to pay for operations and 
maintenance, 

The road commission has 
taken budget cutting steps to 
save dollars such as not replac- 
ing three employees whu have 
retired. Plans to replace road 
commission vehicles have also 
been also been delayed. Riehle 
said that if the millage is not 
passed, the road commission will 
not be able to pay overtime for 
snow plowing this winter. 

“We are not going to be able 
to do all the roads as often as we 
do now because we will have to 
cut overtime,” Riehle said. 

Riehle said at least 40 miles on 
primary roads in the county need 
to be replaced. A five-year plan 
of proposed reconstruction pro- 
jects include upgrades on 
Wakeley Bridge Road, North 
Down River Road, and County 
Road 62 in 2007 and Chase 
Bridge Road, North Higgins 
Lake Drive, and South Grayling 
Road in 2008. 

Riehle said the roads would be 
rebuilt to address current road 
standards and traffic. 

“When these roads are rebuilt, 
we're going to build then wider 
and better than they were built 
50 years ago,” he said.

New manager handed

Grayling’s new city manager 
jumped head first into his duties 
last week, meeting city residents 
and learning issues that face the 
community. 

David A. Thayer assumed the 
position as Grayling’s city man- 
ager on Monday. Oct. 23. The 
Grayling City Council agreed to 
offer a contract to Thayer at a 
special meeting held on Friday, 
Oct. 20. , | 

Thayer will paid an annual 
salary of $65,000. He was hired 
as an at-will employee, which 
means his contract is for an 
indefinite period with the city, 
said Michele Moshier, the 
Grayling City Clerk who served 
as the interim city manager. 

Grayling Mayor Larry Akers 
said Thayer’s planning strengths 
and ability to form collabora- 
tions with other entities 
impressed the city council. There 
were four finalists for the posi- 
tion. 

“That's what we are looking 
for is somebody to guide us into 
the future with what we’re 
doing,” Akers said, 

Roget Moshier, the mayor 
pro-tem, said he was impressed 
that Thayer did his homework on 
the community, learning about 


the issues that face the city. 
“He just really seemed to be 


_ informed about Grayling and he 


knew what was going on and that 
was the main thing that sold me 
on him,” Roger Moshier said. 

Thayer brings over 25 years of 
service as an administrator for 
governmental and non-profit 
agencies to the position. 
Most recently, he served as the 
village manager for Lexington. 
Thayer resigned from that posi- 
tion in June after holding the job 
for nearly four years. He said a 
change in members on the vil- 
lage council prompted his deci- 
ston to leave the village. 

“Tt got to the point where I felt 
they would be better off going in, 
a new direction with someone 
else,” he said. 

Thayer has also served as the.

Commission on Aging, and as a

Republicans will continue to 
hold control of the state legisla- 
ture, but by slimmer margins. 

It’s much the same story in 
Michigan congressional district- 
ing, also shaped by the control- 
ling Republicans after the 2000 


census. Demogratic challengers 
are attempting to make Iraq and 
President Bush important as 
issues, but all incumbents of both 
parties will win reelection, 
although a few Republican 
incumbents may have narrower 
margins. 

For US senate, Republican 
Michael Bouchard has been ham- 
mering away at Democrat 
Sen.Debbie Stabenow as ineffec- 
tive, and could make it a close 
finish, but incumbent Sen. 
Stabenow, mainly running on her 
record, should win again. 

Across the country, however, 
incumbency is no guarantee in 
many key districts. Democrats 
are hounding Republican incum- 
bents in both house and senate, 
blasting them with the anti Iraq 
and anti Bush double whammies. 
Democrats must pick up 15 seats 
to win control of the house, and I 
think they will. Democrats need a 
six seat pickup to win the senate, 
and I think they will do that, too, 
It should make an interesting but 
do-nothing next two years in 
Washington.

form to state regulations. 

"Every year we see more and 
more political signs on our state 
highways,” said 
Communications Specialist 
Bob Felt. "Safety is our primary 
concern and we want to make 
sure these signs do not become 
safety hazards by impeding 
motorists’ or pedestrians’ 
vision.” 

Signs must be placed more 
than 30 feet from the edge of 
the roadway (or from the white 
line along the edge) on high- 
ways without  barrier-type 
curbs.

Westfall has stayed on to 
continue managing and market- 
ing Steam-Pro. 

Northern Fire Safety will 
operate a retail store at the busi- 
ness, offering safety and fire

KCC takes first step in president search 


Kirtland Community College 
took its first tangible step in hir- 
ing a successor to President Dr. 
Charles D. Rorie, who recently 
announced his intentions to retire 


next year, at the KCC Board of 


Trustees meeting EINES, Oct. 
19. 

Board members voted unani- 
mously, 5-0, with two board 
inembers absent, to hire national- 
ly recognized community college 
president search consultant 
David Ponitz, president emeritus 
of Sinclair Community College 
of Ohio. 

Ponitz will help facilitate the 
board’s search for KCC’s fifth 
president since the college was 
established in 1966 to serve 
Crawford, Roscommon, Oscoda 
and Ogemaw counties, as well as 
the surrounding communities. 
Rorie repeated that he will not be 
involved in selecting his succes- 
sor. 

“My office will not be a partic- 
ipant in the process used to select 
the next president of the college 

. My attention will be directed 
to other college business now,” 
Rorie said after the meeting. “I 
am confident that the facilitator 
the board has selected, and the 
process which will be followed, 
will result in the selection of an 
excellent new president for 
Kirtland.” 

Board members were provided 
with a preview of Ponitz’s servic- 
es during a presentation at a spe- 
cial board meeting Tuesday, Oct. 
17. And several board members 
said they were tmpressed by the 
positive comments they received 
from other colleges that have 
employed Ponitz in similar 

searches. 

“Accolade after accolade,” said 
KCC Trustee Roy Spangler. 
“Absolutely no reservations.” 

Trustee Denis Wetss said he 
was not only impressed that 
Ponitz had an established process 
to follow, but that he was willing 

_ to adapt that process to fit KCC’s 
needs.

“He’s extremely knowledge- 
able and well! connected,” Weiss 
added. 

Rorie gave Ponitz’s hiring his 
“highest recommendation” due to 
his broad connections, adding 
that Ponitz has been involved in 
about 60 presidential searches 
previous to this one. 

“You keep hearing the same 
thing (about Ponitz),’ said Sally 
Galer, chairwoman of the KCC 
Board of Trustees. “Youre hear- 
ing about the professionalism, 
These are the same points that 
keep coming up again and again.” 

For his services, Ponitz will be 
paid $15,000 once the ‘board 
selects a new president, accord- 
ing to the agreement approved by 
the board, 

Besides hiring Ponitz, board 
members at the Oct. 19 meeting 
named Dale Shantz, KCC’s 
director of human services, to 
serve as the college’s liaison to 
Ponitz’s and to assist with the

logistics of the selection process. 

The board also took what may 
be considered the second step in 
the search process ~ establishing 
an “Advisory Committee” to the 
college’s board of trustees. One 
of the committee’s primary 
charges will be to develop the 
profile of the characteristics the 
college’ will seek in a new presi- 
dent, and it will aide in reviewing 
applications of potential candi- 
dates. 

Board trustees —- Richard 
Silverman and Weiss volunteered 
to work with Shantz to prepare a 
recommendation for the whole 
board concerning the member- 
ship of the Advisory Committee. 
Those recommendations should 
be presented to the full board at 
its next regular meeting on 
Thursday, Nov. 16, at 7 p.m. 

“{ think this process will go 
best by taking one step at a time,” 
Rorte told board members. “The 
next step is to get that committee 


together. 

“Sooner we do that, the sooner 
the process moves along.” 

No timeline for the completion 
of the search or hiring of a new 
president was discussed. Rorie is 
slated to retire effective June 30, 
2007. 

Rorie was appointed president 
of KCC in February 2000 and has 
had a long and distinguished 
career as a college teacher and 
administrator. Before coming to 
Kirtland, Rorte served from 
1995-99 as provost of the Valle 
Verde Campus of El Paso 
Community College, in El Paso, 
Texas, and from 1993-95 as exec- 
utive dean of the Rio Grande 
Campus of the same institution. 

The 70-year-old Rorie, a 
fourth-generation native of 
Texas, said he plans to retire and 
move back to the Ei Paso area, 
which is in close proximity to 
several family members, with his 
wife, Judy, of 45 years.

Declining State and Federal funds and rising costs of construction materials have greatly 
reduced or eliminated improvement projects to Crawford County’s Primary Road system. 


Road Commissions receive funding from the State of Michigan through state-collected road” 
funds. Other Michigan County Road Commissions have the additional benefit of either County 
wide millages or local millages via the Township level to maintain and improve their roadways. 
The Crawford County Road Commission has never received funding from property taxes for 
Primary Road improvements.

Some Road Commissions also receive funding from Townships to provide maintenance on the 
local road system. Crawford County Road Commission receives none. For example some 
Road Commissions charge Townships for providing Dust Control on the local road system, 
Crawford County Road Commission has always absorbed the complete cost of this service. 


The Crawford County Road Commission is at the point that additional revenues must be gen- 
erated, either through legislation at the State and Federal level or at the Local level. Since the 
legislature is un-willing to take on this task, the Road Commission is proposing a Five (5) year, 
Local millage that will be earmarked for Primary Road improvements. 


The one (1) mil millage will generate approximately $540,000.00 per year to be used for 
Primary Road projects. This funding in combination with the State and Federal funds already 
| received would generate approximately $800,000.00 per year. This would equate to approxi- 
mately 5 miles of Primary Road improvement per year. 


If the Road Millage is unsuccessful, the Road Commission will be forced to inake cuts in 
expenditures, so that Primary Roads will be improved. | 


These cuts will affect all County Residents. Such cuts may include the elimination of overtime [ 
for winter maintenance. (No overtime work after regular work hours or weekends on primary 
and local roads) , reduction in blading gravel roadways during summer operations, reduction 
or elimination of dust control of local roadways and elimination of Local Road allocations to 
Townships. (Any local road improvement project would have to be funded 100% buy sources 
other than that of the Crawford County Road Commission). 


The Road Commission needs your help to improve the Primary Road System. The funds gen- 
erated by the millage will be used strictly for road improvements. Thus eliminating the need to 
make cuts from the maintenance budget to free up funding for improvments. This millage is 
not for maintenance it is for construction, paving and improving a road system that will not get 
any better unless additional revenues are created.
